So I parked there and then I was walking. 

INSP. BONNER: Hm-htnm. 

So--I don't remember whether the 
shooting happened between 20th--I think it was 20th 
and--no, or was it 19 and 18. Maybe 19 and 18. So 
I may--1 must have --walked a block. Before--so the 
first thing that I noticed, I think--I didn't 
notice the car coming. So--because I was a little 
late for my dance class, which starts at 10, I 
think I was walking--I was exactly on Shotwell at 
10, actually, when it happened. 

INSP. BONNER: Hm-hmm. 

I--I don't remember seeing the 
police cars approaching. 

INSP. BONNER: Okay. 

What I remember seeing, I think the 
first thing that I saw was--was the man, um-- 

INSP. BONNER: Can you describe the man? 

BB: He - - um, was hard to say. It--it 

looked to me like he was homeless. 

INSP. BONNER: Okay. 

Um, and my first thought was that 
he--he--maybe he was living in one of the tents in 
the encampment? 

INSP. BONNER: Hm-hmm.

said "I think" because he wasn't--that I

Um. And--and I was surprised. So I

Um, so--and--and so I continued 
walking and then I heard the officer shout, I 
couldn't remember exact--the video shows it but I-- 
it was something like, "Stay on the ground, don't 
move." It was--definitely orders. 

INSP. BONNER: Okay. 

For the person not to move. 

INSP. BONNER: Okay. 

m|: And--and he was aiming. He was 

aiming this big gun and I told to myself, what-- 
what--it looked like a toy. I have kids. Like, 
like a--um, a water gun to me, like-- 

INSP. BONNER: Hm-hmm. 

This big orange and--like why--why 
is he using this? 

INSP. BONNER: Okay. 

And then--so in my head I thought 
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this must not be real bullets. Doesn't look like a 
real gun. Might be he wants to scare that perspn. 

INSP. BONNER: Hm-hmm. 

: Or neutralize him in some way. 

Although I didn't--I didn't see how this person 
could be harmful because I didn't see anything, you 
know, he seemed to be like sitting. But then I 
assumed that I didn't see that the whole incident. 
INSP. BONNER: Okay. 

Maybe something had happened before. 
Maybe there had been a chase and this person was 
dangerous. Who knows? 

INSP. BONNER: Okay. 

I--I didn't know. So I continued 
walking. I didn't stop and watch. And I think at 
some point a bio--a car blocked my view because I 
was standing up but he was at street level, right, 
so he was--so I think I just--and many cars are-- 
'cause I don't--remember him after that. I don't-- 
I don't see what hap--I don't remember what 
happened with him, whether he stood up, or not. 

INSP. BONNER: Okay. 

I didn't see that. 

INSP. BONNER: Okay. 

The last time I saw him was he was

As much as I could.

INSP. BONNER: How far did you fun? 

18 

Uh, not--I mean--I couldn't tell 

19 

you--there's the, urn, there's sort of a--I think 

20 

it's a [start-up]. I don't know what it's called. 

21 

I think other people--because one I--I ran past by 

22 

it, it was a man looking at the scene. 

23 

INSP. BONNER: Okay. 

24 

Mm-- Urn, so I don't know his names but-- 

25 

but he was looking. To me, he's watching the scene 
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as well. And--and there on the construction, it's 
like a--a--a porch made out of, uh, wood, you know, 
like fake wood. I don't know. So I could--I don't 
know exactly what the street number is but I know 
that I ran past this and I walk--every time I go to 
my dance school, I--I walk past it. Then I--and 
then I stopped a little bit after that. 

INSP. BONNER: Okay. 

Just little bit after the door. 

INSP. BONNER: Hm-hmm. 

So past the man and then I walked 

back. 

INSP. BONNER: Okay. 

WtM- 1 wa -lked back. I--I--I don't know, 

I said, "Did you see what happened?" I think, um, 
the man said, "Yes." And--and--and I walked back a 
little bit just to see-- 

INSP. BONNER: Hm-hmm. 

m: What I--and then I saw the man on 

the ground. 

INSP. BONNER: Okay. 

In what I thought was a pool of 
blood. Um. But I--so I was on the other side of 
sidewalk so it's--it's, uh, and then--and then 
after that I--I was really shocked. Um. And, uh,

I think I told the other witness that--that the 
officer had shot the man. He said, "Yes, I know." 
Um. And then I--I think--"but he was--he seemed 
harmless. He didn't have--he didn't do anything." 

I think that's what I said. And the guy said, "Oh, 
he had a knife. He had a knife." Like, oh, I 
didn't see it. I didn't know. [LAUGH] I didn't 
know he had--and--and I didn't see what happened 
before. But it really--it went really fast. 

INSP. BONNER: Yeah. 

And it really shocked me. Um. And 
then I think after that I--I didn't know what to 
do. Uh, so--so there were--I think the police-- 
some more police cars were approaching. So--so 
it's like, okay, what--what else is to be done? 

INSP. BONNER: Okay. 

If I can say. And I went to my 
dance class, actually, which was just right there. 

INSP. BONNER: Yeah. 

To try to also think about it. But 
was hard to concentrate. And I--I left before the 
end of the class to back--to go back to the--the 
crime scene. 

INSP. BONNER: Okay. 

: And see what I could do or what-- 
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what was going on. So now there was--it was-- 
almost an hour and a half after. 

INSP. BONNER: Okay. 

Around 11:30. 

INSP. BONNER: Okay. 

More or less. A.m. And--and there 
was--so there was like, you know, like yellow tape 
and you couldn't approach the area. 

INSP. BONNER: Hm-hmm. 

And I talked a little bit to people 
who were there because they couldn't reach their 
cars. They were just waiting for the scene to be 
cleared. Um. And then--and then I went to talk to 
an officer, saying, you know, after all--I--after 
talking to some people, I said, maybe I should--I 
should tell them that I was a witness. [LAUGH] 

INSP. BONNER: Okay. 

It didn't occur, frankly, to me when 

it happened. 

INSP. BONNER: Hm-hmm. 

Um. I never was a witness of - -of - - 
of an incident like this and then--so I told one of 
the officers what had happened. He said, "Okay, 
I'll call someone," and then they give me a, um, a 
paper, something to write on. So I made a written 
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statement. 

INSP. BONNER: Okay. 

I gave my--my driver's license. I 
gave my cell phone. I said I live 
They gave me a phone number to call. I think it 
was the Mission--San Francisco Mission District 
Police Station. 

INSP. BONNER: Okay. 

Urn, if I wanted to--if I wanted to 
call back to--to give more details or if I had any 
questions. 

INSP. BONNER: Okay. 

Um, and--and, yeah, so I gave them-- 
everything that they wanted to know and then I 
left. 

INSP. BONNER: Okay. 

And my car was parked a little bit 
further so I could--I was able to leave. Was not 
part of the crime scene. 

INSP. BONNER: All right. So you--did you 
walk--you didn't walk back down Shotwell. You 
just-- 

No. Van Ness. Van Ness. 

INSP. BONNER: You walked down Van Ness. 

Right. So I took--I think it was--I 
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took 18th Street, Van Ness, up to 20th. 

INSP. BONNER: Okay. All right. Um. Now, 
let's go back. I want you to think--just close 
your eyes and envision-- 

Okay. 

INSP. BONNER: That day. To the best of your 
ability, try to describe what the homeless man had 
on. 

Ah. So he had--it seemed to me like 
he had a--uh, it--it's difficult because it lasted 
maybe two seconds, right? By the time I past-- 

INSP. BONNER: It is, it is a traumatic event, 

too. 

Yeah. And it is. Yeah. And I know 
that memory can be, uh, distorted. [LAUGH] 

INSP. BONNER: Yes. It can be. 

It's--it's--it's hard to--but it 
seemed that he was wearing a shirt. Maybe a short- 
sleeved shirt. I think--I thought it was red or 
reddish. 

INSP. BONNER: Okay. 

Perhaps. And then pants may--I 
think they were jeans. 

INSP. BONNER: Okay. 

Um. And, um, it seemed that he had 
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long hair. A little--somewhat long hair, not very 
short. 


INSP. BONNER: Okay. 



Um. Uh. He did look Hispanic to 


me. 


INSP. BONNER: Okay. 

When I looked at him. Although, you 
know, you never know. Can be really tan but, you 
know, living on the street and-- 

INSP. BONNER: Yeah. 

Being in the sun all day. Um. So, 
yeah, these are the facts that I remember. 

INSP. BONNER: Okay. And I'll let you know, 
your memory's actually pretty good. 

Really? 

INSP. BONNER: Actually pretty good. 

Okay. 

INSP. BONNER: It is a red--red is the color. 

Okay. 

INSP. BONNER: The hair is really long. And 
he is Hispanic. 


Okay. 

INSP. BONNER: So you actually 
[UNINTELLIGIBLE] exceptions. 

PEPIN: I knew he--okay. 
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INSP. BONNER: And you probably--you see the 
main sense. 

Right. And I read that--that the

How far do you think you were--the 
distance between you and--were you--when you 
realized the police were on scene and the homeless 
man, how far do you think you were at that time? 

|Bi : When I was walking, but I was at 

least was a distance of the--the street. 

INSP. BONNER: Okay. 

And, um, when I noticed--when I 
noticed him, I think I was right in front of him. 


So I-- 

INSP. BONNER: Okay. 

I didn't see--um--must have been 
thinking about things and lost in my thoughts, 
like, happens. Um, and I think I--or maybe a 
little before. So maybe this diagonal. But--so he 
was in here and I was coming like this and I was 
still walking and--so I could see him. So my guess 
is that there was no car right in front. But I was 
walking. My guess is that there was one here. 

INSP. BONNER: Okay. 

So I couldn't see. 
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INSP. BONNER: All right. 

Urn. And then the officers--but it's 
hard to--they were at least two cars away. 

INSP. BONNER: Okay. 

When this started--yeah. 

INSP. BONNER: All right. And again, you're 
absolutely right. When you were-- 

Really? 

INSP. BONNER: At the point you came across-- 
Okay. 

INSP. BONNER: You were straight on at him and 
there was a car parked in--would be to your left, 
to his right as you-- 

Yeah. 

INSP. BONNER: Proceeded down the street. 

Okay. 

INSP. BONNER: Okay. Now you said he was 
waving something. You're not sure what it was. 

Um, but not in a threatening manner. 

INSP. BONNER: When you say "waving", how was 
he waving it? 

A little--a little like--it--it--not 
in a very, um, strong way. It was--it was, uh, 
like in a weak manner, more. More so, I think. 
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From my--it's, urn, but it didn't look right to me 
I--I--it's--as if it could have, you know, held 
this stick or maybe not a--I don't know. A ball 
or--or he was--or maybe more a stick. Something 
like this.
